Government Has Motor Boats to 


Run Down Suspicions Vessels 
Smuggling Canadian Booze 


Washington, June 14,—Divisional 


Chief E. L. Porterfield, whose divis- 
ion comprises the states of Ohio, 
Indiana and part of Michigan, in the 
«ity today conferring ivith Federal 
Prohibition 
Commissioner 
H. A. 


Barnes, reports that tax and penal- 
ties amounting to $5,674:35 was re- 
couinieuded for assessment durin;* 
the month of ApriL 


Chief Porterfield also stated that 


wiUi an effective motor boat patrol, 
iiis force lias succeeded in captur- 
ing several iboais and their operat- 
ors. -"While our agents were just 
trying out. one of the boats to see if 
it was in good condition, they spied 
a. rum-runner and immediately sriv- 
ing chase captured t'he boat and on 
of ihe operators, together with about 
fifty gallons of denatured and col- 
ored alcohol," says Chieif Porterfield. 
"At another time, agents •going 'down 
to the river in an automobile to in- 
spect I/he boats captured two rmn- 
runnin™ boats. 


"Most of the whiskey smuggled 


into Detroit from Canada is fake 
stuff, cither smuggled from Detroit 
into Canada, and tihen back, or made 
up in Canada from Canadian whis- 
key diluted with redistilled 
dena- 


tured aieohol and colored to give it 
13ie appearance of 
good 
whiskey, 


then bottled, covered with fake caps, 
labels and government strip stamps. 
The fake is so well perpetrated that 
even some of the large distributors 
Jiave been deluded, believing they 
were dealing in good whiskey when 
in fact it was the most dangerous of 
concoctions. 


"The main reason that smusrgling 


into Detroit from Canada is so 3iaz- 
ardous for the man-runner is that 
the state of Ontario is dry and the 
rum-runner takes as big a chance 
in transporting the whiskey 
from 


Montreal through Ontario as he does 
in transporting it across the border 
into this country. Besides the Cana- 
dian officials are noted for the strict 
•\vatcih they maintain for all viola- 
tors and it goes hard with rum-run- 
ners when they are caught The dry 
Qaws of Ontario permit the sale of 
two and three fourths .percent beer, 
which bootleggers, both Canadian 
and American, secure and mix with 
oiher ingredieats to augment 
the 


quantity and this is then smuggled 
into this country as good Canadian 
ibecr, with the usual array of fake 
caps, stamps and labels. 


•"Of course, a little good whiskey 


is brought across the border, but 
this comes via a different route than 
what is usually known as the 'boot- 
Hpg" 
1 channel. It is brought in in small 


<|iiau1ities by private interests who 
have learned not to trust Hie boot- 
legging interests. This is a hazard- 
ous business, however, and not many 
persons care to run the risk of in- 
spection by the vigilant Canadian 
offii-er-;, the •r-nsloins officials and the 
pwhiltiliou agents."
